OST of the Impérial and Foreign Mi- 
nifters follow the Court to Presburg ; 
and a great many other People go daily 
thither to fee the Coronation. We un- 

derftand the Emperour is defirous that 
Ceremony fhall not be performed in the ancient Man- 
ner of Hungary, wherein the Crown was ufed to be fet 
upon the Queen’s Shoulder only but will have it pla- 
ced upon her Majefty’s Head; but ‘tis not yer known 
whether the Hungarians will agree to it. Baron Im- 
hoff, the Brunfwick Envoy, having taken Leave of the 
Court, is Yefterday returned home: And the fame 
Day a Proffian Minifter arrived here. ‘Count Berlips 
= two Days ago introduced into the Council of 
tate. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated O&. 26. 
Bafil, O&. 18. The Cantons of Zurich and Berne 
are refolved to fend po; to Araw, to Deliberate 
upon the Changes which are defigned to be made in 
the Adnviniftration of the Revenues of the Abbey of 
St. Gal and its Dependencies: As alfo to confider of 
the Meazis for maintaining the Militia which thofe two 
Cantons have ftill on Foot. M. Paffionei the Pope's 
Minifter is ftill in Switzerland, endeavouring to raife 
new Commotions againft the Proteftants ; and upon 
his Inftigation the Roman Catholick Cantons; have 
newly written to the Count de Luc Ambaflador of 
France, to complain that they were not comprized in 
the late Treaty of Peace at Baden, and to defire his 
good Offices to acquire for them the Coadminiftration 
of the County of Baden which they find chemfelves ex- 
cluded from by the late Treaty of Araw.But faid his 
Excellency has anfwered them, that the King his Maf- 
ter had exprefly forbidden him to meéddlé at all in their 
Affairs. In the mean time.the little Roman Catho- 
lick Cantons are bufy in ere@ing Magazines of Corn, 
“ which they fetch from Tirol and the Milanefe, as if 
they had a new War in View. We havethefe Particu- 
Jars of the Breach of the Mountain in our Neighbour- 
hood. There is a Mountain belonging to the Valefi- 
ans, named Chaville, and another in the Canton of 
Berne which is called Anciende, between both iflues 
a Souce of Water which forms the two Rivers na- 
med Lancon and Lucerne: . From the firlt of thefe 
Mountains terrible groaning Noifes were heard for fe- 
veral Days together, which was fucceeded for 24 
Hours by Thunder and Lighcainggike the firing of 
Cannon: Afterwards there wasfeen iffue from the 
Top of it, which is extreme high, a very great Smock, 
with a bright Flame, and foon after the Body of the 
Mountain burft funder and fell, in Sach Manner that 
ali the Houfes-near it were deftroyed, and Abundance 
of People with great Numbers of Cattle were buried 
in its Ruines; the River Lucerne was alfo fo filled up 
that not the leaft Mark of it appears. Great Crafbes are 
fill heard in the neigh ing Mountains which are 
full of Mines of Sulphur, and make the People appre- 
hend more.of the fame terrible EffeGs:’
